—A
deelsion of the Commissioner of Lnweraal Re-
venue on the question whether tue renswal
receipt attached to a fire policy shoald
be stamped slates that when by the Llerns
of the policy it expires by limitation in one
year, the renewal receipt coutinnes a new
contract, renewing or continning the policy for
another year. It should therefore hnve stamnns
to the same amount as the original poliey
Bome misapprebension on this snbject has basn
occasioned by the exemption of receipts from
slamp duty, undec section fourteen of the ncl
of July 14, 1870, Previous to that ameadient,
receipts for premiums, which simply prevented
a poliey from expiring hy reason of non-per-
formance of its conditions, as in the case of a
common form of e polleles of indefinite dura-
tion, were held to require ouly a two-cent receipt
stamp, Accordingly they are now consldersd
o8 coming under the general exemption of re-
celpts. There i3 no other change in the stamop
tax affecting Insurance. Any writing, whether
called a “receipt” or otherwise, which contalus
a contract, renewing a policy that has expired
from any cauge, oria avout Lo expira by limita-
tion, should be stamped the same w3 a0 originnl
policy.

On January 14,
1868, the figures §2735-88 were changed to
#12,735°38. On the 27th of March the flgures
#1368-83 were changed to $#11,868°88, and other
gimilar changes; that the figures cash in the
credit account marked Levis were changed on
November 1, 1870, from &51,876 to #151,878, and
on November 11 from §150 to $1150. The other
two indictments are for embezzling four United
Btates bonds of §500 each and four of $1000
each.

“Since the opening of our road we have been
seeking 10 secure the transporiation of tess and
silks of China aod Japan, snd arrangements
have recently been made to secure a large por-
tion of this business overland, and we expect
during the coming season a very large incrense
of receipts from this source.

“T'he great mutations which have taken place
in our sscurities in the mounths past perhaps
demand some explanation. After we had saved
the Goverament millions upon milllons on the
cost of transportafion over the plains and to the
Pacific; after we had done away with the neces-
glty of keeping soldiers for elghteen hoodred
miles to secure the safety of emigration and

then, woret of all and hardest of all, withheld
from ue our earnings In the transportation of
eilters, newspaper-packages, and of army and
navy, all of which we had hitherto been paid
one-half of as under act of Coogress. The
Treasury Department was fortified in the last
act of injustice by wn opinion of the Attorney-
General., These repeated blows against this,
the greatest work of the age, so unexpectedly
directed, sh ook our credit for a time, for it was
goon eeen and felt that no corporation could
withetand such attacks, sud henee the wide and
wild variations in the market value of onr
securities.

Tho Judicinry Committes
of the United States Senate, every member
excepl one, offset their legal opinion, that the
interest was not dne, against the opinion of the
Attorney-General that it was due, and every
other committee in both houses of Congreas,
before whom the gquestion was brought, agreed
with the Jodiciary Committes of the Senate.

The Times announced theconfinamentof Ellis
nt the Bixth Ward Station-house several weeks
ago, but refrailned from mentiening bim by
name, for fear that it would injure if not defeat
the plane of the detectives. It merely stated
that the priconer was supposed to have some
knowledge of the murder, nlthough the reporter
was in full possession of all the facts in the
case, which, as it was belleved, were not known
1o more than four persons.

One of these was the late Buperintendent
Jourdan, whoee suspiciens fastened on For-
resier from a remark which Ellis was reported
to liave made in the State Prison, where he was
impriconed for burglary. It was told to the
Inte superintendent that Ellis had gald, on hear-
fog of the Nathan murder, that he had planned
with Forrester Kravioul to his arrest and sen-
tence to “‘erack” the house of Mr. Nathan, in
Twenty-third street. Mr. Jourdan promptly
obtained a writ of habeas corpus from Jwdge
Cardozo, and had Ellis brought from Sing-Sing
in a secret mapner, and placed in the Franklin
Btreet Station Houre, where he was kept In the
most rigid seclusion.

Before Mr. Joonrdan had sufficient time to-
elicit any confession from Ellls he died, leavin
to Judge Cardozo, a relative of Mr. Nathan, an
Judge Dowling, his most intimate friend, to-
